This was raised by selection for nine years from one of our common 
California ‘‘ Poppies’’ which showed a thread of crimson on the inside of 
one of the petals. 

A purplish-crimson shade on the outside of the base of the petals is 
nothing unusual, as seen in the well-known ‘‘ Mandarin ’’ and other strains 
and even rarely in wild ones. 

My strain has all been produced from one plant, first named above, 
by most rigid selection from’season to season, until now the flowers are of a 
very clear rosy crimson, very constant, freely produced, being a wholly 
new production greatly admired by all who have seen it. 

The plants grow about one foot high and a foot or more across.
